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Fifth, Scenery, unrivalled in beauty by any 
equally accessible, except that on the Hudson, 
and unsurpassed healthfulness of climate. The 
number of permanent and transient residents 
of wealth drawn to the county by its beauty and 
healthfulness, is rapidly increasing. 

Details of these several sources of wealth will 
to some extent appear in the following pages. 


PITTSFIELD. 


One need be at no loss to account for the pros- 
perity of the largest central market town of a 
county like that described above; especially 
when a large proportion of the sources of wealth 
enumerated are found within its own bounds, or 
immediate vicinity, and the means of access to 
those more remote are easy and abundant. 

In the case of Pittsfield, these conditions will 
be found to be very marked. There is hardly a 
manufactory in the county carried on beyond the 
distance of a little more than an hour's ride from 
the Pittsfield Depots, even reckoning by the slow 
speed of freight passenger trains. 

The central position of the town is remarkable, 
and is of a kind and degree hardly known in more 
level regions, where roads start off subject to no

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between two points a straight line. Every Berk- 
shire boy knows, on the contrary, that, more than 
half the time, the farthest road round is the short- 
est way home. By the necessities of the coun- 
try, rail roads and highways follow, to a great de- 
gree, the windings of the valleys, and business 
must keep along as it best may. Thus the rail- 
roads North and South, East and West, inter- 
secting at Pittsfield, meander about the county 
so.widely, that of its 32 towns 16 (containing 
41,553 of its 57,791 people) have direct railroad 
communication with the central town, each other, 
and the great world outside the valley. Only 
one of the remaining 15 has more than one town 
intervening between it and a railroad. Тһе pe- 
culiar divergence of the mountain ranges makes 
Pittsfield still more remarkably the intersecting, 
decussating, radiating point of the highways. 
The range extending south from Greylock divides 
the northern valley for the greater portion of its 
length by a wall which practically affords a bar- 
rier to business ; the valleys on either side uniting 
at Pittsfield. Оһ the East again, the most con- 
venient pass is that followed by the Western R. 
R. In the Southern valley, the Tom Ball spur 
extending North East from Egremont, separates 
by а steep ridge,—which terminates abruptly at 
Pittsfield,—the valley of West Stockbridge and 
Richmond from that of the Housatonic. 

Into these main valleys the minor pass; con- 
verging generally with a tendency to the same 
centre. We do not mean by this to intimate that

convenient of access to other large villages than 
to Pittsfield ; but that in a marked degree, Pitts- 
field is geographically the centre of the county, 
—much more so than a measurement without re- | 
gard to the natural features of the country would 
indicate. Тһе justice of this view will be more 
apparent, if we consider the road which a travel- 
ler would take in passing from one extreme point 
in the county to its opposite, which would rarely 
be by a direct line, but by the more circuitous 
route of roads that intersect at Pittsfield. 

Travellers familiar with the county roads will 
see this in a stronger point of view than space 
permits us to present it in here. Тһе fact was 
better known in the old days of stage coaches 
than now. 

The township of Pittsfield is very nearly a 
square of six miles, lying mostly in the valley ; 
the Тасопісв extending a little into its Western 
- borders, and the Ноовасв still less in the East. 
Its surface is however hilly in many parts, and 
the village lies at an elevation greater than that 
of any town of its size in the Union, its Park 
being 1069 feet above tide water.. Its chief ge- 
ological formation is lime stone, of various kinds, 
blue compact, clouded marble and white marble, 
( West of Lake Onota, of fine quality,) &c. Тһе 
mica slate of the Ноовас is found for a space on 
the West, and Talcose slate on the Taconics and 
South Mountain. There is also a little granular 
quartz in the North East. The soil is loam, clay, 
sand, and gravel, with geveral good beds of marl.

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Like the rest of Berkshire, it is abundantly sup- 
plied with brooks and rivers, and has five beau- 
tiful lakes. It was, nevertheless, formerly defi- 
cient in good drinking water, most of the wells 
of the village being strongly impregnated with 
lime, and sometimes with iron. The Ashley wa- 
ter was introduced to obviate the difficulty. 

The village is laid out regularly upon moder- 
ately uneven ground, nearly in the centre of the 
town. From the central square four main streets 
extend North, South, East and West, at right an- 
gles to each other; and the other streets branch 
from them, although not with perfect regularity. 
The general effect is however good, and the vil- 
lage is acknowledged to be unsurpassed in beau- 
ty, while some more remote portions of the town 
are still more exquisitely lovely. But upon this 
point we need not here enlarge. 

The township thus described, was one of three 
granted by the general court in 1733 to the town 
. of Boston. In 1787 the selectmen of Boston put 
it up at vendue, and it was purchased by Hon. 
Jacob Wendell for £1,320, and the transfer was 
approved by the Legislature—the grant being 
limited to 24,040 acres, and forbidden to encroach 
upon any previous one. It was found to en- · 
croach upon the rights of Hon. John Stoddard 
of Northampton, with whom, however, Wendell 
made an amicable arrangement,—admitting him, 
and also Hon. Phillip Livingston, of Albany, as 
partners. Livingston made an attempt in 1741 
to settle the town with ‘‘ Dutchmen,” but, fail- 
ing in that, made an arrangement with John

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Huston, John Lee, and Joseph Root, of West- 
field, by which he sold them forty of the sixty 
settling lots for as much '** money, within £110, 
old tenor, as Col. Wendell gave for the whole 
town," they, also, agreeing to do two-thirds of 
the whole duty enjoined by the General Court. 

Under this purchase, early in 1152, Solomon 
Deming moved into town with his family; and 
soon after came Charles Goodrich, cutting his 
way through the woods, and driving the first 
team and cart that ever entered the town. 

In 1158, ‘‘the proprietors of the township of 
Pontoosuc,’’ were incorporated, taking the name 
from the Indian designation of the place, а “© run 
for deer." : 

In 1758, the plantation had grown, through 
much tribulation, to the number of twenty log 
cabins. In a list of settlers many names, now 
familiar in the town, appear. 

In 1161, the town was incorporated, taking the 
name of the English statesman, William Pitt, 
then in high favor with the colonists for his oppo- 
sition to the oppressive measures of the British 
government. 

Before the American revolution, Pittsfield had 
so far advanced in the number and character of 
her population, as to furnish valuable aid to the 
patriots and contribute some of the strongest and 
most remarkable men in their ranks ; among them 
Rev. Thomas Allen, Dr. Timothy Childs, and 
Capt. David Noble. It had previously furnished 
skillful officers and brave men for the French and 
Indian wars. Pittsfield was, also, the first town

Royal Courts, then held here for Berkshire ; Dr. 
Tim. Childs and Capt. John Strong having, m 
August, 1774, humbly petitioned “ the inferior 
Court of Common Pleas, for Berkshire County, 
not to transact any business," intimating, as ге- 
cards certain acts of Parliament, ‘‘ that the people 
utterly refuse the least submission to the said acts, 
and on no consideration to yield obedience to them, 
or directly or indirectly to countenance their tak- 
ing place of those acts among us, but resist them 
to the last extremity." 

The Revolutionary history of Pittsfield is most 
honorable to it, and ought to be more generally 
and minutely known. 

The expression used above that Pittsfield con- 
tributed skillful officers and brave men to the 
French and Indian wars, may perhaps be criticized 
as too strong, butitis justified by the fact that 
Col. Wm. Williams, and other officers and men 
of that war were already connected with the set- 
tlement although not yet actually residents of it. 

After the Revolution, the chief events of inte- 
rest in the history of the town, are the develop- 
ment of its resources, the progress of education 
and religion with other matters briefly noticed in | 
the following pages.

BARKERS' WOOLEN MILLS. 


Barkersville, three and а half miles from Park, via West 
Housatonic Street. John У. Barker & Brothers, Proprie- 
tors. Business established in 1832 by John V. and Charles 
I. Barker. Otis R. Barker was subsequently admitted a 
partner, completing the present firm. 'The firm commenced 
with one set of machinery, doing mostly farmer’s custom 
work. They now run seven sets, but finish for ten—the 
remainder being made at the mill owned by two other 
brothers, in Hancock. They send to market about five hun- 
dred thousand yards of satinets and cassimeres, and use 
about five hundred thousand pounds of wool annually.

Hon. Thomas Colt, the present proprietor, 
has made many very valuable improvements since it came 
into his possession ; not the least of which is the Artesian 
well, bored in 1857, through solid rock of the granitic for- 
mation, to the depth of 213 feet. It discharges 8,000 gal- 
lons of the purest water every hour. 

Mr. Colt manufactures, annually, 250,000 pounds of the 
best domestic white rags into superfine Ledger paper, the 
market value of which is $54,000. He also manufactures 
blotting paper, superior to the best imported article. Num- 
ber of operatives, twenty-six. 

A saw mill, using the same water power, and owned and 
run by Mr. Colt, manufactures yearly about 125,000 feet of 
lumber, worth some $1,300. . 

The supply of water is abundant throughout the year, 
and the fall fourteen feet.

This Institution, now conducted by Rev. Messrs. C. V. 
Spear and J. R. Boyd, was founded by Rev. W. H. Tyler, 
in 1841, and soon won the highest reputation, and so 
widely extended that it often numbered among its pupils 
representatives from every State in the Union. Under Mr. 
Tyler's administration, with the approbation of а conven- 
tion of distinguished friends of education, the course of 
study assumed the collegiate character, which it still main- 
tains. 

In 1854, Rev. Prof. J. Holmes Agnew took charge of the 
Institution, and during an administration of three years 
added materially to the means of physical comfort and ed- 
ucational improvement provided for pupils. | 

The present principals assumed the government of the 
Institution about the commencement of the gloomy com- - 
mercial era of 1857-8; but not deterred by the somewhat 
diminished attendance, which they shared in common 
with similar Institutions, instead of reducing their already 
numerous and costly corps of instructors, іп the midst of 
the depression, added to it. Тһе result—a speedy return 
to the prosperity of the Institute's best days, proved the 
wisdom of this liberal course. 

The grounds of Maplewood rival in beauty those of the 
colleges most favored in this respect. They embrace an 
area of nine acres; profusely shaded with elms, maples, 
and other forest trees, with beautiful avenues, fountains, 
flowers, &c., the whole sheltered from public gaze by a 
thick growth of forest trees and shrubs. In addition to

ing, or five miles from Pittsfield. It lies a few rods back 
from the cross-road. It may al$o bereached by Otaneaque 
st., by Lake Onota and the Silver st. road four miles. 


THE WIZARD'S GLEN | 
in the ** Gulf," a wild gorge on the road from Lanesboro’ 


to Dalton, is about four miles from Pittsfield via East st. 


“ROARING BROOK, 
and the Tory's Glen and Cave, lie immediately back of the | 
village of New Lenox—four miles from Pittsfield Park. 3 
The Housatonic Railroad has a station near by. 


OCTOBER MOUNTAIN 


is a mile and a half south of Tory’s Glen, and affords one · 
of the finest mountain views in the vicinity. The road | 
along the base of the mountain to Lenox, although rough | 
for a portion of the way, is remarkably picturesque, and 


at the base of October Mountain presents a superb com- B 


bination of mountain and meadow scenery. 


- LAKE ОМОТА, 


one mile west of the Park, is quite equal in beauty to any

Two of the most pic- 
turesque spots about the lake are on the farm of Ezekiel R. 
Colt, Esq., at the north part of the east side and upon the 
causeway between the two portions of the lake upon 
the north. West st. passes the southern extremity of the | 
lake, and Otaneaque st. the northern. The walk across 
the fields, especially through the Pittsfield Cemetery, west, - 
is very delightful. 


SOUTH MOUNTAIN, 


one mile south of the Park, on South st., is a beautiful 
spot, and affords a great variety of fine views from differ- 
ent spots. "Take it all in all, no spot so accessible presents 
more attractions. Oceola st. runs along its northern base, 
leading to Mt. Oceola and Lenox Mountain, both favorites 
with mountain excursionists. 


MELVILLE POND, . 


or Lilly Bowl, is a little gem of a lakelet on the grounds 
of J. R. Morewood, Esq.. on the east side of South st., one 
mile from the Park. 


THE TACONIOCS, 


The Taconic Mountains, west of Pittsfield, and north of © 
West st., combine a greater variety of beauty, we think, - 
than any territory of equal extent in the County. | 

Mt. Homwee, (the large rounded mountain conspicuous 
in the range, as seen from Pittsfield, and nearly west of the 
Agricultural Grounds,) affords some fine views, some- 
what interrupted at present by a light growth of trees. 

Mt. Otaneaque, which lies next south, has some good 
views, but is chiefly remarkable for Lake Otaneaque, a 
pure and beautiful sheet of water, some twenty acres 1n ex- 
tent, and lying on the top of the western summit of the 
mountain. It is easily accessible from the road through 

Fern Nook. | 
~ Fern Nook is a beautiful wooded valley between Honwee 
and Otaneaque, with a pretty wood road, beside,—but be- 
low,—which runs а romantic mountain brook with a suc- 
cession of cascades. Lulu Cascade, the most beautiful of 
these, is not far from the entrance to the valley.

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for the abundance of the trailing zrbutus on and about its 
base, which attracts many May parties to it. The arbutus 
is more or less abundant all along this range, but is rare in 
the eastern part of the town. 

Old Tower Hill, lying next south of May Mountain, and 
Lebanon Mountain, complete the range south to West st. 
The views from both these are magnificent and little ob- 
structed. : ` 

The streams which flow from Fern Nook, and the valleys 
south of it, sink into the earth near the base of the moun- 
tains, and re-appear after running from about 125 to 150 
rods under the ground. They present a very singular ap- 
pearance at the points of disappearance. The best mode 
of reaching Otaneaque, Honwee and May Mountains, Fern 
Nook and the Arethusan brooks, is to follow Otaneaque 
st. to Taconic st., the next road west of Lake Onota, thence 
south to a sawmill, thence turning west again and fol- 
lowing the same road when it turns north. The road 
grows narrow after leaving the sawmill, and finally runs 
across fenced pastures and into the woods. The distances 
are from three to four miles. 

Tower Hil and Mt. Lebanon are easily reached from 
West st. | 

GREYLOCK, | 
the highest peak in the State—3,600 feet above tide-water 
—is ascended by roads from North and South Adams, and 
Williamstown. Тһе sublime view from the summit cannot 
be fully enjoyed since the tower is destroyed. ' Guides and 
horses may be procured at either of the villages named. 


PERRY'S PEAK, 
in Richmond, nine miles from Pittsfield, affords а view not 
inferior, it is said, to that from Greylock, and is not diff- 
cult of ascent. 


CONSTITUTION HILL; 


near Lanesboro', Platt's Hill, and the Noppit, two miles 
north of that village, and other eminences in the same 
vicinity, afford fine views. 


May Mountain, next south of Otaneaque, is chiefly noted.

No watering 
place is surrounded by more magnificent scenery, and 
some of the most superb is that on the Pittsfield road. 


PONTOOSUC LAKE, | 


Three miles from Park Square, via North Street, is опе 
of the most popular resorts of excursion parties, and one 
of the best known. The Indian name was Shoonkeek 
Moonkeek. By many itis considered the most beautiful 
lake in the county. 


LAKE ASHLEY, 


The fountain of the Pittsfield Water Works, is a romantic 
lakelet, seven miles from the Park, and seven hundred feet 
above it. It lies on the very summit of Washington 


Mountain. There is a fine bed of granular quartz on its 


east side. The views from the neighborhood are grand. 


ТИЕ NATURAL BRIDGE 


and Cascade at North Adams, are among the greatest nat- 
ural curiosities of the State. The bridge is about a mile 
and a half from the village. 


THE SHAKER VILLAGES, 


At Hancock, four miles from Pittsfield, and Lebanon,
